Aith, That when my Lord came fo Captain Hawley, which was the 11. 
Initant, my Lord of Ellex acked him for a Pen-Knife to Pare his Nails, 
45 be was wont ts do ; to which this Informant anſwered ,-Being come 
3» haſte, he had not brought it, but he would ſend for one, and according- 

ly ſent the Footman with a Note for ſeveral things for my Lord, amongſt which 
the Pen-Knife was inſerted; and the Footman went, and gave the bill 10 
Lords Steward, who ſent the Proviſions, bus nct the Pen-Knife, and he told t 
Footman, be would get one the next dey. When the Footrman was come, ey 
Lord ashed, if the Pen-Knife was come?

3:9 Lords Chamber, alout eight or nine in the Forenoon, on Friday the thiriernth 
Irſtart, with a little Note from the Steward; but not fir ding his I 01: in the 
Chamber, went to the Cloſe-ſiool Cloſet-Door, and found it ſhut ; And be think- 
ing his | ord was buſie there, went down, and ſtaid a little, and came up again, 
thinking his Lord had been come ous of the Eloſet; And finding him not in 
the Chamber , he knocked at the Door with his Finger, thrice, ard ſaid , my 
Lord? But no body anſwering, he took up the Hanging, and locking through the 
Chink, ke (aw Blood, and a part of the Raſour , Whereupon be called the War- 
d.r, Ruſſel , and went down to call for help ; and the ſaid Ruſſel puſbed ihe 
Door open, and there they ſaw my Lord of Eſſex all along the Floor, without 
a Periwig, and all full of Blood, and the Raſour by bim, CAnd this Depo- 
nent further Depoſeth , That the Raſour now ſhewed to him, at the time of his 
Examination, 3s the ſarve Raſour which he did bring to my Lord, and which did 
lie on the Ground in the Cloſet, by my Lord.

\Aith , That on Fridzy the Thirteenth T:i{tint , about Eight or Nine of 
the Clock in the Foretoon , he was preſent when he did hear the 
Lord of Effex call ro his Man Mr. Bowery tor a Pen-knite to pare his nails, 
and then tor a Raſour, which Mr. Bomeny brought him, and then my Lord 
walked up and down the Room ſcraping his nails with the Rafour, and 
ſhut the outward door ; Mr. Bomeny, half a quarter of an hour after- 
wards, not finding my Lord in his Bed-Chamber , went down ſtairs again, 
believing that my Lord was then private in his Cloſer, Bomeny came up 
about a quarter of an hour afterwards, and knocked at the door , then 
catted, My Lord, My Lord, My Lord 3 but he not anſwering , peeped 
through a Chink of the door, and did ce the Earl of Eſſex lying on the 
ground in the Cloſet, whereupon he did cry out , That My Lord was 
faln d« wn ſick; and then this Informant went to the Cloſer-door,and opened 
it, the Key being on the outſide , and then did ſee my Lord lye on the 
ground 1n his bloud, his Throat being cut.
